Scarcity Of Quail. 

Is Caused By Dogs Eating the 
Eggs and Killing the Young. 

K. W. Worth, a commercial 
traveler, has solved the prob- 
lem of the scarcity of qual in 
Kentucky, and he is under 
the impression the same sit- 
uation prevails in other sec- 
tions of the country where the 
scarcity of the bird has been 
noted. During the past week 
r. Worth visited in Spencer 
unty, and while roaming 
er the fields he was followed 
' a pointer dog and two pup- 
pies belonging to the family 
as visiting. During the 
time he was there, he said, 
this cog destroyed thtee quail 
nests, and as each of the nests 

itained from twenty tothii 
ty eggs, it eould be seen that 
at least a half hundred quail 
thus destroyed. Not 
only do the dogs destroy the 
eggs, said Mr. Worth, but in 
the event the eggs have batcb-
